Dear Editor, 

You recently reported the coining or an unidentified local IM station to broadcast 
"Christian music" at 88 on the dial. This account also stated that this station 
would interfere with an unidentified IM station in Baltimore and that an adjustment 
in the signal of the coning local station was made to limit the distance it would reach 
east of Frederick. 

Johns Hopkins University operates V/JHU at 88 and thus, it would appear, that 
the entire Frederick area would, if these two stations will be on the same frequency, 
denied access to what is provided by the university, both information and music. 

Without doubt there will be interest in the programming of the coming local 
station but there is also interest in what is provided, often uniquely, by tlie 
university. Cannot the frequency of the coming local station be shifted so that we 
will not be denied the opportunity to receive the excellent programming of WJHU 
if, as appears to bo likely, that i3 the station wa arT will no longer be able to receive? 
(VJJIIU, by the way, has a very strong local signal.)
